This decision is far reaching in its
importance to the city and to Colum-
bia County. By it the City Is held to
have no rights in any portion of the
Strand except to that portion which
has already been adjudicated and
that Judge Harrls, M, C. Gray, Jas.
Sheldon, the K. of P. Lodge and
others along the water front are the
owners of the property.

Perhaps the most tmportant part
of the decision by the Supreme Court
is that touching upon the title to the
County property where the Court
House stands. By this decision the
title to the County property is ab-
solutely fixed and the County Is the
owner of a fee simple title to all the
property where the Court House
stands and surrounding it. The title
which was In dispute in the case of
Harrla vs the City was the same title
under which the County held its
property, with the exception that all
the Interested parties, Including the
City had deeded to the County, so
there was no question any way about
the County title, but to saet aslde all
question of doubt as to its title this
case definitely fixes it for all time.

The question as to who are the
owners of the tide lands in front of
this property, if there is any, was not
raised in this case and there Is no
declsion on that question.

The declsion, ommitting the law
a8 clted by the Court, is printed In
this issue of the Mist so that all may
see what It was decided upon.
